The amount of the special tax to be 
levied on manufacturers and the method of 
making proportiovate reckonings of the tax to 
be paid in cases where the business is begun 
after the act goes into effect (October 31, 1886,) 
are stated in detail. Manufacturers are re- 
quired to file a bond with the collectors in the 
Gistricts where their factories are located, in 
an amount to be fixed by the collectors, of not 
less than $5,000, and inventories; they are also 
required to keep books which shall be open to 
the i ion of internal revenue agents, 
showing all materials used in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine and make monthly returns 
in duplicate from their books as to materials 
and products, 

The manufacturer is also required to display 
a sign on his factory, giving his full name and 
business and number of his factory, which 
shall be designated by the collector. Whole- 
Sale dealers will keepa book end make month- 
iy returns, showing the oleomargarine received 
by them, and from whom received, and to 
whom ,sold or delivered. Minute directions 
are given for stamping, branding, selling and 
numbering each original package in comform- 
ity with the law, and the use of tin in packing 
by manufacturers is forbidden, except upon 
special permission of the commissioner. Each 
rctailer’s wooden or paper package must have, 
besides the name and address of the dealer.

Oleomargarine imported from foreign coun- 
tries must be required to have the internal 
revenue stamps aflixed thereto and cancelled 
unless it is withdrawn from the custom house 
for consumption or sale in the United States. 
In case the holder of any substance declared 
by any collector of internal revenue to be 
oleomargarine and liable to tax, is claimed by 
the holder to be butter or some other sub- 
stance not liable to tax, the decission of the 
collector will govern in the matter unless the 
claimant shall submit a sample of the article 
for the decision of the commissioner of inter- 
val rovenve. 

The fifteenth section of the act forfeiting 
unstamped oleomargarine, or that containidg 
deleterious matter, as quoted, and it is stated 
that in case the substance is detained by the 
collector as containing ingredients not good 
for the public health, it shali be forwarded to 
the commissioner as in cases involving the 
question of tax, and may be disposed of in the 
same manner. If, however, the claimant is 
unwilling to accept the decision of the com- 
missioner, he may in this class of cases appeal 
under the law to a board composed of the sur- 
geon-general of the army, surgeon-general of 
the navy and the commissioner of agriculture, 
whose decision in the matter is declared by 
law to be final. If finally found to be delete- 
rious to the public health, the compound is to 
be so branded and sold, while unstamped and 
forfeited oleomargarine is to be sold by the 
collector subjoct to the payment of the tax. 

The form of bond to be filed by exporters of 
oleomargarine is given in full, with the stipu- 
lation that in no case is the penalty provision 
to be less than $5,000, and collectors are in- 
structed asto the procedure in cases where 
withdrawals are made for export from facto- 
ries situated at places other than the ports of 
exportation. On October 31st, 1536, all oleo- 
margarine on the premises of any dealer must 
bein wooden packages containing not less 
than ten pounds each, and each dealer is re- 
quired to make an inventory to the stock on 
band, mark the packages with their weight 
and stamp and cancel each package. 

Immediately afver October 31st, 1586, or as 
scon thereafter as practicable, the internal 
revenue officers will travel over the district, 
inspect the stock on hand and seize all that is 
not found duly marked, branded and stamped, 


HELPING THE DESTITUTE, 


St. Louis Sending Supplies to the Texas 
Drouth-Sufferers, 

St. Louis, August 30.—St. Louis is about to 
offer aid to the inhabitants of the drouth-: 
stricken districts of Texas, whence come re- 
ports of great suffering for the ordinary means 
of sustaining life. A committee of members of 
the merchants’exchange has bzen appointed to 
collect and solicit subscriptions, and they pro- 
pose to secure subscriptions of seed wheat, flour, 
meal, clothing and other necessaries of life, 
which will be sent down in charge of a com- 
mittee of distribution, whose duty it will be to 
sce that the supplies are placed in proper hands 
and distributed where the greatest need exists, 
It isexpected that a train consisting of ten 
cars, loeded with provisions, will be sent to re- 
lieve the sufferers. 


A CALL FOR THREE PER CENTS. 


Secretary Fairchild Ready to Redeem Ten 
Million in Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—Acting Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury Fairchild today issued a 
circular giving notice that on the 15th of Sep- 
tember 1586, or at any time prior thereto, the 
department will redeem at the treasury of the 
United States in the city of Washingto, D. C., 
or at the office of the acsistant treasury at 
New York, paying par and accrued interest to 
date of redemption, any uncalled United States 
3 per cent bonds toan amount not exceeding 
ten mijlion. The direction about forwarding 
bonds, instructions as to checks in payment, 
etc,, are the same as those in the usual bond 
calls,

DEATH OF BISHOP DRYSDALE, 


His Life and Labors for State and Church. 
Mosi ez, Ala., August 30.—({Special.|—Rev. 
Alexander J. Drysdale, bishop-elect of East- 
ov, Md., who died this morning in Waukesla, 
Wis., was born in Savannah, in 1839. His 
early years were spent near Columbus, Ga., 
where he began the study of law. When the 
war broke out, he served in the confederate 
army. After the war he practiced law, but 
was so moved by the death of a child that he 
determined to devote himself solely to 
religion. His first parish was Chattanooga, 
then to Athens, Ga., where he remained a 
number of years. In 1875 he was called to 
Christ church, Mobile. He remained in Mo- 
bile until December, 1882, when he was called 
to Christ church, New Orleans. He came to 
Mobile in the midst of the greatest depression 
the city had ever known, and found the peo- 
ple despondent and laboring under heavy 
debt. He curtailed expenses, reduced his 
salary, and by energy and self-denial cleared 
away the debt. Dignified, without haughti- 
ness, firm, without sternness, gentle, without 
effeminancy, truthful, without harshness, he 
was a perfect type of a Christian gentleman,

ALEXANDER'S OVATION. 


RETURN OF THS& PRINCB TO HIS 
PEOPLE. 


The People of Tirnova Carry Their Ruler on Their 
Shoulders—The Prince’s Proclamation—Rus- 
sians to be Banished from the Country. 
General News from Over the Sea, 


Sorta, August 30.—Prince Alexander has 
telegraphed to the Regency to announce to 
the people his intention of returning to Sofia, 
Rebellious troops here have submitted and 
will not be punished on condition that they 
quitthe ccuntry. The revolution was quite 
blocdless and no further opposition is feared, 
It is stated that Russia paid the conspirators, 
Bendereff and Dempstreiff, the sum of 400,- 
000; roubles. When the former and Grueff 
were arrested, they had in their possession 
two coffers belonging to a Russian court. 
Prince Alexander did not sign the deed of ab- 
dication, Hesimply wrote on a slip of paper 
“God save Bulgaria,” and signed ‘“‘Alexander.” 
His kidnappers were tipsy and did not notice 
what he had written. Itis the general opin- 
ion that the pleasure expressed{by the kings of 
Roumania and Servia at Alexander’s triumph 
points in the direction of increased unity. 

RUSSIANS TO BE BANISHED,. 

LONDON, August 30.—The Morning Post 
says henceforth Prince Alexander will pursue 
an unequivocal anti-Russian policy, and will 
edopta severe law banishing Russians from 
Bulgaria. Russian money will not be accepted 
in government offices in Bulgaria, and even 
the soldiers’ uniform, which is now similar to 
the Russian uniform, be changed. 

The Bulgarian cabinet bas been remodeled, 
and is now strongly anti-Russian. Nachevics, 
foreign minister, was @ leading spirit in the | 
movement to counteract. the Zankoff plot, , 
jo mg Prince Alexander was forced to - 
abdicate. 

It is nxumored that King Milan, of Soervia, 
has expressed a desire to renew diplomatic 
and amicable relations with Bulgaria. 

In reply to King Milan’s congratulations 
Prince Alexander said he was touched by Mi- 
Jan’s sympathy and hoped to see a Servian 
agent at Sofia and renew all of the friendship 
between Servia and Bulgaria. 

VIENNA, August 30,—Count Zichy, who is 
an intimate friend of King Milan’s, with the 
assistance of other friends, intends to try to 
reconcile Servia and Bulgaria, an idea which 
is welcomed by the press of both countries. 
The Bulgarian papers council the government 
to maintain friendly relations with Austria, 
and to beware of Russia. 

The Russian newspapers take a pessimistic 
view of Prince Alexander’s return to Bulgaria, 
and say that it will not affect the fulfillment 
of measures decided upon for the settlement of 
sffairs of that country, although it 
may perhaps defer their accomplishment. 
King Milan, of Servia, has telegraphed to 
Prince Alexander congratuleting him upon 
his return to Bulgaria and expressing the full- 
est sympathy with him. . 

The Karaveloff-Stambuloff regency has re- 
signed its powers to Prince Alexander, 

THE PRINCE WARNED, 

RvusTcHvuk, August 30.,—Prince Alexander 
has been warned to take precautions against 
possible attempts on his life by pan-slavist 
fanatics and followers of the metropolitan, 
Clement, whose party has ramificationsin the 
interior of Bulgaria, 

Alexander arrived at Sistova at § o’clock this 
morning. His entry in town and his progress 
through it were one continuous triumph, 
The people lifted the prince from his carriage 
and carried him on their shoulders to the 
Greek church, where a tedeum was sung. 

The prince afterwards started for Tirnova, 
and arrived there this evening. A manifesto 
hes been issued by Prince Alexander, It ap- 
proves the measures adopted by the Stambu- 
loff regency, confirms the existing ministry 
and the appointment of Mutkouroff as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, thanks the peo- 
ple and the army for their fidelity and resolute 
attitude in favor of independence, implores 
God’s blessing, and urges all to unite in pro- 
moting the welfare of Bulgaria. 

Advices from Sofia say that the city is ex- 
cited and that some disorders have occurred. 

Zankoff, the revolutionary leader, was at- 
tacked by a mob and nearly killed. It is ex- 
pected that the military plotters will be exs- 
euted, and that amnesty will be granted to 
other conspirators. 

ANINTERVIEW WITH THE PRINCE’S FATHER, 

Lonpon, August 30.—The Daily Telegraph’s 
correspondent at Darmstadt had an interview 
yesterday with the father of Prince Alexander. 
The father said Alexander having accepted 
the Bulgarian mission was bound to carry it 
out tothe end. His honor as a soldier and his 
German name sufficed to guarantee this. More- 
over it was imperative that he should reach 
Sofia before the arrival of Prince Dalgourki, 
who left St. Petersburg Sunday morning. He 
believed that Lord Salisbury would prove 
Alexander’s friend. 

RUSSIA’S THREAT. 

BERLIN, August 30.—The Vossische Zeitung, 
Berliner Tageblatt and National Zeitung insist 
that it is impossible for Germany and Austria 
to tolerate Russian occupation of Bulgaris. It 
is stated that M. Nelidoff, Russian ambassador 
at Constantinople, in an interview with the 
grand vizier hinted at the Russian occupation 
ol Bulgaria, adding that if the hair of one 
Russian was touched Russia would be com- 
tel’ed to ioterfere. 

Vienna, August 30.—The minister of war 
has ordered an increase of troops in Bosnia and 
Hersegovina. 


THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


England to Subjugate Burmah—The Debate 
on the Address.

A CENTURY OF COTTON, : 


ee 
How the First Spinning Jenny Was Exhibited 
in Philadelphia, 


Gath in Cincinnati Enquirer, 


We have no industry which aoneals 
sexes like that of the cotton Be mea tn 
cauge women make and use a great proportion of 
ell cotton goods, It was just at the eve of our 
incependence, in 1775, when the first spinning 
Ite 
iwenty-four threads atone time. The Phila. 
d«lphians thereupon formed a joint stock com. 
pany to manufacture, intending to make 
cottons, woolens and linens, The celebrated 
Dr. Rush was the president, and immeaiately 
there was demand made on the continental 
congress for the exclusion of British goods. 
Near the close of the American revolution 
spinning jennies were manufactured at Wor- 
cester, Mass., and thereupon the British Par. 
liament renewed a statute forbiding the expor- 
tation of any machine, engine, toot press, pa- 
per utencil, or implement, or any part thereof 
which now is or hereafter may be used in the 
muslin, cotton, linen or silk manufacture of the 
kingdom. 

The penalty was made $1,000 and imprison- 
ment for twelve months, with forfeiture of 
the machine, In 1782a penalty of $2,500 was 
put upon the exportation of any blocks, plates, 
engines, tools, or utencils from England for 
the preparing or finishing of calico, cotton, 
muslin or linen printing. Convictions were 
obtained under these statutes as well as for 
enticing artificers to emigrate either to Amori- 
ea or the continent. Tench Coxe, of Philadel- 
phia, had all his brass model of Arkwright’s 
machinery seized in England in 1786, Never- 
theless, now and then a yankee would slip over 
to England and learn a trade in order to bring 
away the knowledge of it. The same year, 
1% ©6,Mr. Orr, of Massachusetts, brought out 
Scotch machanics to make for him machines at 
Eest Bridgewater. 

TheState Legislature assisted to set these 
men up. Prvidence, Beverly, Mass, and 
other places now began to manufacture cotton 
and to introduce a single carding machine, 
which then cost £1,100. Probably Providence, 
Kt. L., was the first. place in the country to 
commence the systematic business of manufac 
turing cotton macinery. Scotch mechanics were 
generally used. The great Brown family a- 
bout Providence got its start from the manu- 
factures. While we are considering the suicide 
of Mr. Gray, pear Boston, it may not be amiss 
to recall William Sprague, the Governor of 
Rhede Island, who has been driven from his 
extensive avocation by one thing or anoter, 
but who seemsto have managed to keep his 
personal integrety in money matters, Samuel 
Slater, who was one of A1kwright’s overseers, 
came out to America in 1789 from seeing no- 
tice of a grant of 3500 by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania for whoever could make cotton. 
carding machines. He brought neither pat- 
terns, drawings nor memoranda, relying entire- 
lyvpon hismemouy. Browninvited him up 
to Providence and gave him an interest, and 
the mill went into operation in 1793. They 
made corduroys, ribs denims, cottonettes, 
jeans and fustians to the amount ef 8,000 yards 
inninemonths. Alexander Hamilton brought 
his powerful mind to bear upon the manufact- 
uring problem, andin 1791 had the legisla- 
ture of New Jersy incorporate a manufactur- 
ing company; at that spot are now made most 
of the American silks, which have nearly ex- 
pelled the cheap silks of Europe from the was- 
tern world.

An American Outrage. 

We have heard so much concerning the 
outrages perpetrated by Canada and Mexico 
upon our citizens, that it is refreshing to 
hear a different story.

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Prohibition Politics in Pennsylvania, 

The prohibionists of Pennsylvania have 
placed a state ticket in the field. 

Keme of their methods are attracting 
etiention. The candidate for governor is 
Mr. tharles &, Wolfe, a well known law- 
yer. Mr. Wolfe is an active campaiguer 
and delivers speeches wherever he can secure 
® heering and his fee. The fee is an im- 
portant business feature and has excited 
much upfavorable criticiem, Mr, Wolfe 
admits that he charges twenty-five dollars 
for each speech, but he claims that he does 
it because it is unfair to his law partner 
to devote so much time tothe ca 
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turns over half of his prohibition collec 
tions to his partner. 

The prohibitionists have nomiuated a 
negro for congressman at large. They had 
available white men, but nothing but a negro 
would servethcir purpose. It appears that 
heretofore no negro has been nominated for 
any oftice of real prominence by any party. 
The new dodge of the prohibitionists is 
therefore considered a splendid stroke of 
policy. Time will show.

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Only a Drunken Frolic. 

It ie to be hoped that the cable will let up 
on Prince Alexander’s abdication. At first 
it wasasensation of considerable magni- 
tude, but it now seems to have been a ridicu- 
lous farce. 

According to our latest advices, Alexan- 
der did not abdicate. A gang of tipsy fel- 
lows cornered him in his palace, and the 
prince wrote “God Save Bulgaria’ and 
signed his mame. The conspirators had so 
much “‘tangle-feot’’ in them that they were 
unable to read the paper. They took it for 
granted that it was an abdication, and so 
anvounced it. 

One thing, however, shows that the prince 
was inapanic. After he had been escorted 
across the frontier he struck out for his old 
German home, and did not pause until he 
received assurances that all was again serene 
in Bulgaria. Now that he has pulled him- 
self tovether, and finda that his head is not 
in danger, he begins to talk and act likea 
sovereign. 

Bulgaria should try prohibition. No coun- 
try is safe where a crowd of jolly fellows are 
liable at any time to get ona spree, and 

‘overturn the throne and chase their ruler 
over the border. 


We Are Not Einglish. 

The St. Louis Republican says the idea 
that England is the mother country of the 
United States is all a mistake, and proceeds 
to figure in support of its assertion. 

In other words, we are not ‘‘English, you 
know.’’ . We might have been at one time, 
but we are not now. The 16,000,000 immi- 
grants who have come to eur shores since 
1820, with their descendants, have trans- 
formed us. Our English origin has vanished 
into the air. The English mixture is ex- 
ceeded by both the German and the Irish 
elements. This is especially true of the New 
England section. The Republican says that 
the only considerable region where the Eng- 
lish stock is still the largest and dominant 
element is the south. The Republican 
adds: 

“Of the 16 000,000 foreigners who haye come to 
the country, not mere than 600,000 have settled in 
the southern states. The foreign, or, rather, the 
non-English element which overwhelmingly pre- 
ponderates in the north, is hardly appreciable in 
the south, and the latter section remains English 
to this day, and the only English part of the coun- 
a." 

Seventy-three per cent of the population 
of New York is foreign-born or of foreign 
descent. The population of Chicago is 
650,000, and four-fifths of that number may 
be set down as foreign-born or the children 
of foreign-born parents. Of the adult males, 
107,060 are foreign-born and 62,500 are na- 
tives. More than one-half of the population 
wf UbiCigo cannot speak English, except 
English of a broken variety. In thirteen 
outoftwenty cities having over 100,000 
population, foreign-born persons are actually 
in the majority. 

In three states—one territory and 259 
counties—foreign- born persons haye a ma- 
jority. Of the 5,082,000 population of New 
York state in 1880, 1,211,000, or nearly one- 
third, were foreign-born; of the Massachu- 


foreign-born, and there are hundreds of 
large communities inthe north where the 
population is only one generation removed 
from foreign birth. 
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Gloomy Statistics. 

Rush! 

This one word sums up the typical Amer- 
ican. 

The slangy phrase, ‘‘Get there, Eli,’’ ex- 
presses our dominant characteristic. 

It cannot be denied that the American 
‘gets there,’’ but behind him, every step 
of the way, stalks the undertaker. For 
that matter it will be said that the under- 
taker is a necessary evil. This is true 
enough, but he shadows us, dogs us as he 
does no other civilized people. 

Let us look into this matter a little. The 
Medical and Surgical Reporter’s compara- 
tive analysis of the mortality statistics of 
the United States, France, England and 
Ireland will give us food for thought. The 
average duration of life in this country is 
less than twenty years. Fally one half of 
our people die before they have completed 
their twentieth year. The heaviestirate is 
among the children, forty per cent of whom 
die before the age of five. Out of one hun- 
dred Americans only twenty-two pass the 
age of fifty, and only four out of one 
hundred’ reach the age of eighty. 
Now, it is not so in England, We lose twelve 
per cent of our population between the ages 
of five and twenty, while in Eugland the 
death rate between those ages is only eight 
percent. We lose twenty-four per cent of our 
population between the ages of twenty and 
fifty. England loses only twenty-one per 
cent between the ages of twenty and fifty- 
five.

We have this large death-rate in spite of 
the fact that we are the best fed, best 
clothed and best housed people in the world. 
It may be ssid also that asa people we have 
studied the sanitary conditions of existence,

Pour off the coffee to another 
pot; pour as much boiling water on the 
grounds as you used cold water at first, and 
boil five minutes, then pour both together and

Subscriber, Anniston, Ala.: Who invented 
matches? 

Who first tuggested the use of phosphorus as an 
inflammable agent in matches is not certainly 
known. Many peoplein England have claimed 
the credit, from an apothecary in the strand up to 
a member of the present house ofcommons. It is 
said that Derosne, who is known in the history of 
technical chemistry for his application of the de- 
coloring properties of animal charcoal to sugar 
refining, made a friction match with a phosphorus 
tip so far back as 1816. In Germany the invention 
ofthe phosphorus match is attributed to Kammer- 
er, but the name which is most prominent in con- 
nection with the early stages of the manufacture is 
that of Preshel,of Vienna, who, in 1833, hada 
large factory in operation for the making ofluci- 
fers; indeed, it was mainly through his exertions 
and those of Moldenhauer, of Darmstadt, that Aus- 
tria and south Germany became for many years 
the chief SOurces of the supply of matches.

ATLANTA ARTILLERY: 


The New Military Organization Receives a 
Check, 


The new military corps, the Atlanta Ar- 
tillery, met with a check last night which pre- 
vented the completion of its orgauiszation. 
There was a fineattendance of the members 
of the corps atthe meeting held in rooms of 
the state library. Major John F. Jonos. the 
chairman pro, tem, called the meeting to or: 
der, and called for the reports of ¢»mmittess, 
Dr. Amos Fox, chairman of the committes on 
organization, submitted the following report, 
which was adopted: 
ATLANTA, Ga,, August 30, i886.—Major John F. 
Jones, Cbairman:—At a called meeting August 15, 
1886, of the Atlanta Artillery Company, I was ap- 
pointed chairman of a committce to consu't with 
the advisory military board of the state, to set forth 
our intention of organizing an artillery company 
in Atlanta. I beg leave to report that that duty 
bas been performed, and we have authority to or- 
ganize, according to the law regulating the Geor- 
gia militia, Very respectfully, 

Amos Fox, Chairman: 
Major Jones stated that by his invitation, 
Colonel John A. Stephens, adjutant general of 
the state, was present to give information con- 
cerning the condition of artillery equipments 
belonging to the state. 
_ Colenel Stephens said, that, excepting those 
in the pcssession of existing artillery compa 
nies, there were no gunsin fit condition for 
use, Some were without the necessary car 
riages und caissons, and some were reported to 
be badly honeycombed. 
The committee on 

GUNS AND EQUIPMENTS 
submitted the following report: “ 
ATLANTA, Ga., August 30, 1886.—Major John F. 
Jones, Chairman: Your committee appointed to 
s€e the adjutant general in relation to guns and 
ecuipments beg leave to make the following report: 
We conferred with Colonel John A. Stephens, ad- 
juiant general, who stated to us that the govern- 
ment of this state had two or three guns at Rome, 
and the same number at Augusta, which were at 
our Gipsosal. He further stated, as a matter of por- 
Sola advisement to your committee, that a com- 
mittee of one, two, or as Many as the company see 
fit to designate, be appointed to go to these places 
and inspect these guns in order to ascertain ifthey 
were such as were dcsired. He further stated that 
thesum of fifteen hundred dollars, in hisjudgment, 
would berequired to place the gunsin order. This 
expense, of course, would necessarily have 
to be borne by the members ofthe company, as 
the law provicing for such class of expenditure io 
this state is practically inoperative, there being no 
‘Military Fund.”’ We have since ascertained from 
reliabie gentlemen, resicents of Rome and Augus- 
ta, that the guns at each of those cities are honey- 
ci mbed and unfit for actual service. Very respect- 
fully, G. T. HARDEMAN, Secretary. 

The report caused considerable discussion, 
in the ccurse of which it was diseovered that 
it would reauire five thousand dollars to prop- 
erly equip the company. Colonel Stephens 
said that the state made no appropriation eéi- 
ther to equip or maintain the militia. It was 
depencentupon the charity of the United 
States government, whichgave five thousand 
dollars yearly for that purpose. The next in- 
stallmens would not be due 

UNTIL THE FIRST OF JULY. 

A proposition was made to complete the or- 
ganization of the company in spite of the ab- 
sence of the necessary equipments, It met 
with little favor. There was a decided dispo- 
sition-upon the part of the members not to 
make dummies of themselves for the display 
of gold Jace and brass buttons. It was held 
that the members had done all they could, for 
the present, to establish in the capital of the 
state a first class artillery corps, and that their 
failure wasin nowise duetothem. Finally, 
the following resolution, offered by Colonel 
George T. Fry, was adopted: 

It appearing to the members of the Atlanta artil- 
lery company that there are no guns or equipments 


at the dispose! of the state to supply 
this organization, and that there will 
not be until the next annual installment 
fom the general government to the state 


if Gue; and it being impracticable for the company 
to provide it:elf with a proper equipment; 

Therefore, retolved, That this meeting adjourn 
until the meeting of the legislature, at which time 
the company be convened and such action be tak- 
en as may be deemed proper; inthe meantime, 
this temporary organization, with all its commit- 
tecs. remain intact, 

The committee on guns and equipments will 
maxe an effort to secure an equipment from 
the general government, through the senators 
from Georgia. 

The meeting expressed its appreciation of 
the courtesy of Captain Frank C, Grugan, of 
the Second Artillery, United States army, in 
giving information to the committee appointed 
to see him, 

It was generally agreed among the members 
of the company that the Hon. Potiphar Pea- 
green still holds the fort in Gecrgia.

The Housekeeper's Song. 


It is sweep, sweep, sweep, 
Though you've done it an hour before ; 
And it's scrub, serub, scrub 
Table and chair and floor, 
And you needn't be weary a bit 
To find your labor in yain;

You can do it tomorrow again. 


It is cook, cook, cook, 
There’s meat and there's bread to bake ;

A man can plant an acre of land, 
And gather the golden wheat, 

And get the price in his open hand, 
And the price of labor is sweet. 


But work, work, work, 
Is ever a womnan’s lot; 
It is work, work, work, 
If the weather be cold or hot, 
And this is the worst of the trouble, 
She hasn’t a shilling of gain, 
And though sbe may scrnb and clean today, 
She must do it tomorrow again! 


Ob, wife, wife, wife ! 
Don't worry, and fret, and pout; 
Oh, wife, wife, wife ! 
You are cross today, no doubt ; 
For you know very well your labor 
Isn’t done for a shilling or two; 
Just think how happy you make us all, 
Of the love we give to you. 


Oh, wife, wife, wife ! 
If you could not cook and clean, 
Oh, wife, wife, wife! 
What sorrow it all would mean. 
To toil for love is better than gold, 
And the way we differ 1s clear; 
The work you dois done by the day, 
And mine is done by the year. 


Order in our household is a subject that 
ought to interest every housekeeper. It need 
not be “sweep, sweep, sweep,” or “‘scrab, scrub, 
scrub,” if we manage right. Thereis nothing 
that saves labor so much as system in our 
work. I have been in many families where 
but one member ever seemed to try and keep 
things in order, and that ustally was the 
mother; each child would come in and throw 
down hats, books, etc.; never stop on the door 
mat long enough to remove the mud from their 
shoes; then the father, who is not much batter, 
throws overcoat on one chair hat on another, 
and if he hastimeto read the paper, pulls 
down five or six,scattering them over the fioor 
until he finds the one he wants, and as soon as 
he finishes, down that goes. And who but the 
patient mother is expected to “straighten up;” 
soon she comes and silently goes to her task, 
no matterhow her back may ache and how 
many steps she has already taken she never 
sits down until she has restored order. I had 
a letter from a gentleman sometime ago asking 
my advice about his three grown daughters 
he said he was a widower and had three love- 
ly girls—well educated, could sew, made their 
own clothes, and could goin the kitchen and 
cook if necessary ; but what troubled him was 
they kept their bed rooms in such fearful dis- 
order, and he wanted to know what he must 
do. I did not tell him, it was too late todo 
anything, but I thought it, three young ladies 
who were grown and yet did not, have suffi- 
cient* pride to keep their rooms in order, 
showed that the early training had been sadly 
neglected. And there is where the trouble be- 
gins in our disorderly bomes. If every child 
was taught from infancy to be orderly and 
each todo their part in assisting the mother, 
the work would be light and no one member of 
the family would be overburdened. The men 
require training as well as children; I believe 
wherever you see a real selfish man he has 
been made se; first, by his mother, and after- 
wards his wife; we ought to look to their com- 
fort and do everything to make their homes 
happy, but ifa woman commences wrong by 
waiting on her husband constantly she will 
end in making him selfish, for he will always 
wait for her attentions; but he can be trained 
to do his part towards an orderly household. 
There is no excuse for dirt or disorder, it is 
really easier to keep house with system than 
without it; if there is “a place for everything 
and everything in its place,” no time is lost 
and instead of hunting for this or that article 
and consuming precious moments the work 
goes on without a ripple. A friend saw me 
light my gas a few nights since with a taper I 
keep for the purpose, and she said, “Ob; that 
is what I have wanted so long, I cannot reach 
the gas and have to stand ona chair to light 
it.” I looked at her wonderingly, for I knew 
it was not the cost of the article, for she was 
wealthy) and said, “well why don’t fou get 
one,” add her reply was, ‘‘well I know I would 
never be able to dnd it, for my servant would 
never keep itin any one place; how do you do? 
I told her when I bought it [ merely called my 
servant and said, “now here is a convenience 
to save us both trouble, I wish it always to 
stay in this corner; when you are done with it 
never fail to put it there and I will do the 
same,’’ and I have never found it once out of 
place. And so it can be with brooms, dust 
pans, dusting brushes, etc.; a servant soon 
understands haw things must be done if the 
mistress is positive. Servants should be given 
time to keep their own roomsin order, teach 
them todo it, and incite their pride about 
themselves and they will feel more as to your 
work. A well regulated household is so much 
happier, no confusion orcomplaiuing, even 
children notice these things and comment on 
them; asI once heard achild remark: “Well 
I tell you everything is hither skithe:’’ at our 
house.’”’ What a commentary on a mother!{Let 
every housekeeper bear in mind that order in 
ber household is the oil that causes the ma- 
chinery to run smoothe and successful for 
each of its members.

To Can Corn,—Split the kernels lengthwise with 
a kunife,then scrape with theback ofthe knife, 
thus leaving the hulls upon the cob.

When the cans are cold tighten again, then wrap 
in brown paper, and keep in a coo! cellar. 

Tomatoes and Okra.—Prepare okra as for cook 
ing, stew until tender and add no seasoning. Peel, 
and cut up tomatoes, stew steadily half an hour. 
When the okra is well cooked add to it the toma- 
toes. Stew ten minutes longer, add no seasoning 
and can the same as tomatoesalone, Adda littie 
waiter to stew okra. 

I would impress upon the housekeeper the fact 
that success in canning depends greatly upon 
what may teem trifies, soft, pliable rubber rings 
forevery can, wrapping the cansin paper to ex- 
clude light, steady boiling the specified time ia the 
case of corn, peas, etc., and if tomatoes, stirring 
steadily as directed. Ifthese directions aye fol- 
lowed, you may view your canned treasures with 
en ae expectation, for you will not be disap- 
poin . 

Capning fruit is notso dificult as corn or peas, 
nor does itinvolveso much time or trouble. I 
will give directions {for canning different kinds of 
fruit, also for making jams, jeliles, preserves and 
pickles if desired.”’ 

Fancy Articles. 

A Cheap Paper Rack.—Beg or buy at some fancy 
goods shop a pretty handkerchief box, such as nice 
handkerchiefs comein tothe dealers. They are 
about twelve inches square and five eighths or 
three quarters of an inch deep. The covers of 
these often are far more artistic in their ornamen- 
tation than half the wall pictures and decorations 
we see every dav. 

The bottom of the box forms the back, the cover 
the front. Settheedge ofthe pack at the bottom 
edge, within the cover’s boitom edge and sew to- 
gether with strong thread; make holes in the sides 
of beth front and back so that they will come op- 
_— each other; through these neatly puached 

oles draw ribbons and tie in bows, there should 
be three bows on each side; the sides could be four 
inches apartat the top. Silver or brass-headed 
tacks willsecure this simple wall-pocket against 
the wall, where it will be as ‘‘pretty as a pictare.’’ 


Lemp Shades.—A Japanese parasol, with the 
handle removed, anda hole cutinthe center to 
admit the chimney, makes a pretty lamp shade. 
This is not especially new, but is effective always. 
The ribs of the parasol are finished with tassels of 
tufted crewels. 

Save the Bits for Fancy’s Sake.—A woman whom 
I know always looks over closets, drawers, trunks, 
bags, and boxes before attacking the cleaning of 
rooms (skirmishing she calls it). While doing this, 
if she comes across any lace edging, black or white, 
ribtons, silk, pieces of cashmere, cambric or any- 
thing she thinks may be usable for fancy or useful 
work, it is put into a box kept for the purpose. At 
some leisure time, the box is looked over and 

lans made for different articles which are fin- 
ished in duetime, Thus many useful and orna- 
mental things haye been made, and the bottom of 
the box is not yet visibte. 


An Easily Made Table Cover.—The model from 
which this Cescription is taken, was large enough 
to spread over adining table between meals, but 
in any other size it would be equally pretty. The 
center was heavy, scarlet, furniture, momie cloth. 
The border was madeofred quality binding, asort 
of braid which is used tebind the edges of carpet, 
The momie cloth was hemmed all around, and in- 
to the hem four rows of open crochet were worked 
with steel-colored Saxony yarn. Another row was 
added, uniting the first rowof braid by piercing 
the needle throughit. On the otherside of the 
braid three rows ofopen double crochet were 
worked, a fourth connecting another row of braid. 
The alternations of crochet work and braid were 
continued until five rows of braid bak od annexed, 
then, after the ast HSS HOMES Gut un “tesaae Cho. 
chet. The braid at the corners of the table cloth 
was mitered to make it lie more smoothly, and 
enough additional stitches were put in each row of 
crochet to keep it from “‘hooping.”’

TION man of Mr. William Turner, delivery 
guard of the state penitentiary, yesterday, 

“Ob, he’s behaving nicely,” was the reply. 
“He is working in the mines about a mile | n- 
der ground and takes things quietly.” 

‘Do you think he will attempt to escape;?” 

“Do you know TobeJackson? Yes? Weill, 
if he gets half a chance he’s off like a deer, 
but the guards are going to keep a lookout for 
him, ard he will have toplay a shrewd trick 
toescape. It hurts the boy, but then it may 
be the making of him.” 

“Does he appear lively ?”’ 

“At times,and then again ho i .

“How long have you been in the service?”

THREE THOUSAND MEN.

When near Madison, 
Mr. Turner, who had been up for three con- 
secutive nights, concluded he would risk the 
negro being all right, and lay down on the 


scat and was soon in the land of Nod. Suad- 
deniy Mr. Turner was awakened by

STEALING STIFFS. 


A Striking Article from the Atlanta Medical 
and Surgical Journal, 


In the Atlanta Medical and Sargical Journal 
for September, which appeared yesterday, is 
found the following editorial: 

A HORRIBLE TRAFFIC, 

Can anyone imagine anything more horrible 
than the trafiein dead bodies of buman beings? 
We think pot, and yet it is a business in Georgia, 

he propertions of which, if known, would cause a 
shudder to Come over almost everyone. 

The general impression is that only afew graves 
are robbed in Georgia for the supply of the medical 
colleges 1p the state, This, however, is not true. 
It is well known by some at least that there are a 
number of bodies shipped to colleges out of the 
state every year, 

There is a great demand for bodies for dissect- 
ing purposes in states where the law has made no 
provision for the colleges. This demandjwill con- 
tinue to exist so long as the Jaw remains as at pres 
ent, and there will always be found men who wiil 
undertake to supply the demand. There are sev- 
eral states where the law makes provision for dis- 
secting, andin those states th pply, in nearly 
instance, exceeds the demand and grave 
robbing is unknown, ee | 

‘this fact should influence.the People of our 
state to demand at the hands of the law-makers 
protection trom these ghouls by making provision 
for our colleges. This, and this alone, will give 
them protection they want and deserve, 

lf the pext legislature of this state would make 
jioper provision for our colleges, and at the same 
time make grave robbipg and the shipping of 
dead bodies beyond the state a felony, we would 
Leer ne more of it. Every physician in Georgia 
would be interested in seeing such a law enfoxced, 
and there would be bo longerany field here for 
ag nts of medical colleges outside of the state. 

We believe the profession can do much towards 
accomplishing this most desirable result by their 
influence among the people and the members of 
the legislature. Will they do it? 

The announcement from sucha source that 
the traffic in dead bodies is extensively car- 
ried on in this state is calenlated to 

CREATE A SENSATION, 


A prominent Atlanta physician said yester- 


ay: 

“The facts are not at all exaggerated in that 
article, It is true as gospel, and I believe this 
traflic will mever be suppressed while the 
jaw on the subject stands as it is.. Dead bodies 
will be had while the medical colleges in all 
parts of the country are willing to pay so well 
for them. If every college in Georgia were to 
refuse to take a body the ontside demand is 
greatenough to stimulate grave robbing. It 
is foolish to talk about enforcing a law which 
would require the closest police watch and 
regulation over every cemetery in the state.” 

“What remedy do you think possible?” 

“It has been urged upon tho legislature 
time and again in bills propcsing to give the 
bodies of the unknown and unclaimed dead 
to medical colleges for the purpose of promot- 
ing the study of medical science. If we could 
get tuch a law as that, and then make grave- 
robbing a felony instead of a misdemeanor, as 
it now is, and make it a crime to ship any 
dead body beyond tbe state lines, I believe 
grave-robbing would cease. There are every 
year more than enough unclaimed dead in 
this state to supply the needs of all its medi- 
cal colleges. The increased penalty for grave 
robbing and the law against sending bodies ont 
of the state would destroy and break up that 
part of this business which is new carried on 
in Georgia in the interest of colleges in other 
states.” 

“Why can’t you get such enactments?” 

“} don’t know—we have tried hard enough. 
Every time sucha bill as we ask is offered in 


the legislature it is opposed with a 
sentimentalism which really tends 
to keep up grave-robbing by 


defeating the only means for its suppression, 
We even offer to embalm the bodies, advertise 
them, and keep them ninety days subject to 
the recognition avd demand of relatives and 
f:iends. About five years ago a bill such as

A few years ago an old negro 
in Augusta was arrested for sending a dead 
body by express. In his trial it was proved 
that he had carried on the business for years, 
and his numerous express receipts showed that 
he bad shipped bodies to Cincinnati, Toledo, 
and to cities even more distant, 
He was sent tothe chaingang, but has served 
his time out, Only the other day there was a 
fuss over the shipping of a dead body from the 
St. Louis “‘potter’s field” to a Chicago college. 
The cutside demand for bodies will always be 
sirong enough to procure them in defiance of 
such laws as we have in Georgia now. The 
Georgia colleges, I think, get most of their 
bodies from other states. It is much less 
risky for a college in one state to 
arrange for its subjects to be shipped ‘from a 
distance than to procure them nearer home. 
But, the plan I ontlined to you would stop the 
ipeiscriminate graye robbing which is now 
mnacticed ip this state; would keep safe all our 
mmeteries by removing the inducement to 
iunderthem; and without any injustice or 
ithnmanity to any one, would furnish our 
colleges the indispensable means for the in- 
struction of their students who are to be the 
yhysicians of our people. Ali we ask isa 
chim consideration of this matter. I believe 
thatthe humanity as well as the common 
senee of the question are on our side.”

~ THE BLOODY BLADE. 


WORK OF THE KNIFE IN AT- 
LANTA THE PAST WEBK. 


A Railroad Watehman Has a Hard and Bloody Fight 
With a Car Burglar—Gilock, the Young Ger- 
mar, Will More Than Likely Die—Smith 
Still at Large—A Negro Kuaifed. 


John Odum, who was working as night 
watchman in the Georgia railroad yards last 
night as a substitute for Watchman Tuggle, 
was assaulted and seriously knifed by a car 
breaker, yesterday morning about six o’clock. 

Mr. Odum’s wounds, though not dangerous, 
are quite serious, 

Seon after day dawned yesterday morning, 
Mr. Odum left the upper part of the yard for his 
last trip through the lower, and when near 
the Bell street cotton comptess, the watchman 
thought he saw some one enter a car on a side 
track, and approached cautiously. Just be- 
fore reaching the car he saw plainly that the 
seal and lock had been broken. This satisfied 
him that his eyes had not deceived him, and 
feeling certain that the burglar was yet in the 
car decided to capture him. Carefully slip- 
ping up to the car, the watchman began push- 
ing the door to in order to imprison the thief 
until help could be secured. The thief, how- 
ever, heard the noise, and, anticipating fsome- 
thing of the kind, sprang outof the door and 
into the watchman’s arms, A desperate strug- 
gle then began. Theburglar proved to be a 
large, powerful negro, for whom Mr, Odum 
was no match, physically. The darkey was 
determined to escape, while the watchman 
was equally determined to accomplish an 
arrest. The fight was a stubborn one 
until the negro jerked out a 
long bladed pocket knife, and 
began slashing right and left. The first cut 
the negro made opened the skin over Mr. 
Odom’s left eye,.and in a second the flowing 
blood blinded him so effectually that he could 
not tell what todo, and he was compelled to 
relinquish his hold upon the negro, who in- 
stantly sprang away like a deer. Mr. Odom 
gave the alarm quickly, and in a very short 
time Captain Crim and two or three patrolmen 
were upon the scene, but the darky was gone. 
The officers then gaye their attention to the 
watchman. He was conducted to the depot 
and Dr. Martin was sent for. In addition to 
the wound over the eye another one was found 
across the left arm above the elbow. This 
wound was long and opened the skin and flesh 
until the bone was exposed to view, The 
wound is pronounced serious and may render 
the‘arm useless fhe balance of Odom’s life. 
The negro was a stranger to the watchman, 
and apart from the inaccurate description he 
can give of him nothing is known. 


One Boy Cuts Another. 

Bob Love, the small negro boy who was ar- 
rested late Sunday night by Patrolmen Hetson 
and Mercer and booked for disorderly conduct, 
was arraigned in police court yesterday morn- 
ing. The evidence adduced in thetrial showed 
that Love is a blood thirsty, hardened wretch. 
Late Sunday night Love and several small 
boys met in a house on Wheat street, where 
they amused themselves by throwing chuck-a- 
luck and dice for small change. During the 
evening Love and one of his companions, 
named Joe Wright, fell out about a bet and 
began fighting. During the fight Love 
plunged a knife blade into Wright’s shoulder 
and again into his back making two ugly 
wounds which bled profusely. The sight of 
the blood frightened the crowd and they 
skipped out. Some one informed the patrol- 
men ofthe fight, but said nothing about the 
cutting. However, early yesterday morning 
the officers were informed that Wright was at 
his mother’s home and was too sore and weak 
to attend court. This together with the evi- 
dence of the witnesses examined, induced 
Judge Anderson to send the prisoner back to 
his cell to await the appearance of Wright as 
a witness. The physician who dressed 
Wright’s wounds say that he will not be able 


to get about for several days. His woundsare 
aut ovupidcitd Cuggeruus, bul are vf such a 


character as will prevent Wright from mov- 
ing about withont great pain, One wound is 
ia his left shoulder blade and the other near 
the spine. 


He Will Likely Die. 


Herman Gluck, the young man who was 
stabbed Sunday afternoon by Tom Smith, was 
in a dying condition last night, and the physi- 
cians at the hospital are predicting his early 
death. Gluck rested very well from midnight 
Sunday until late yesterday morning. Soon 
after waking he began to show signs of a fever 
and by noon was in a high fever. Late in the 
afternoon he began to sink rapidly, and about 
dark the physicians thought he was dying. 
His pulse had almost disappeared at midnight, 
and the physicians are not certain that he will 
last until morning. Smith, the man 
who did the cutting, is stili at large. The 
officers have made every effort to capture him, 
but he appears to bea slick citizen. Yester- 
day morning Chief Connally instructed Ser- 
geant White to take the entire mounted 
department, if necessary, and scour the west- 
ern portion of the city for the fugitive. About 
noon the sergeant ascertained reliably that 
Smith had been seen near the river, and one 
man was sent up to the bridge on a train, 
while two others went through the country. 
Late last night the party returned, but Smith 
was not with them. At the river Sergeant 
White learned that a man answering the 
description of Smith had boarded a north- 
bound freight at the bridge. After the men 
returned Chief Connally sent telegrams to 
Marietta and Chattanooga describing Smith, 
and asking for his arrest. Every ffort will be 
made to accomplish his arrest. 


He Is Still in Jail. 

Ellison, the young man whom the jury of 
inquest charged with killing Bart Wall, is still 
in jail, and will remain there, for the present 
at least. Ellison’s attorney is preparing slow- 
ly for a preliminary trial, and will ask for one 
probably the last of this week or the first of 
next week. Captain Crim is still pursuing his 
line of testimony, and every day is adding to 
the chain of evidence which points to Ellison 
as the guilty party. The captain yes- 
terday received a letter containing some very 
material links in the chain if the statenents 
made therein are trne. The statements in the 
letter will be given a‘careful and thorough 
investigation, however, before they are used as 
evidence against the prisoner. Ellison takes 
his confinement quitefeasy, but it is plain to all 
who meet him that he is quite uneasy. He 
declines to converse with any one at all about 
the killing, and (refuses to mingle with the 
other prisoners in jail. 


Reynolds Is Improving, 

Reynolds, the Cincinnati fish drummer, who 
was so seriously knifed at the Adams house, 
several nights ago, by Waring, the North Car- 
olina man, has improved sufficiently to leave 
the city for his home, which he did yesterday. 
He is suffering considerably yet with his throat 
and finds it quite painful to swallow. Dr. 
Nicolson, the attending physician, thinks, 
however, that his patient's departure was pre- 
mature, and that he will suffer for his hasty 
work. Waring, the man who made the assault, 
is still at large and the officersare now thor- 
oughly satisfied that he has left the city. On 
the night the difficult happened, Waris was 
at East Point, but of this the authorities Aue 
nothing until on peg Chief Connolly has 
not yet abandoned all hopes of securing War- 
ing’s arrest.

The last issue of the Sporting Life con- 
tains a letter from Savannah touching the re- 
cent trouble between tbe Atlanta-Savannah 
teams. The writer makes some of the most 
ridiculous and absurd statements imaginable. 
To those who know the real situation the letter 
appears quite funny.

As was intimated in this correspondence two or 
three weeks ago, the affairs of the league were 
rapidly drifting into a state of chaos, owing to 
President Proudfit’s failure to call a meeting of the 
directors to straighten opt matters and puta full 
and competent staff of umpires in the field.
